Col. Hugh Waggoner, chief of 
the Missouri State Highway Pa- 
trol, which made the investigation 
at the direction of Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter his men had found “evi- 
dence indicating gross irregular- 
ities in the St Louis office.” 

He estimated that more than 
$1,000,000 may have been withheld 
from the state in its sales tax col- 
ections due to the irregularities. 

“We have uncovered evidence 
indicating payoffs of $300, $400 
and $700,” Waggoner said. “How 
many there have been we do not 
as yet know. In some instances 
firms were solicited to enter an 
arrangement for cutting taxes.” 

How Payoff Worked. — 

The usual procedure, he said, 
was for a company, with the 
knowledge of the state employe, 
to report lower gross sales than 
the correct total, thus reducing 
the sales tax payment. The state 
employe 8 in the ar- 
rangement would receive a Kick - 
back” or “payoff.” 

It was learned that investiga- 
tors are seeking to determine if 
any accounting firms are involved 
in the irregularities. There were 
indications the Federal Govern- 
ment may enter the inquiry: on 
the basis that ,firms reporting 
false totals on sales to the state 
may also have done the same 
thing on their federal income tax 
returns. 

G. H. Bates, state collector

sales taxes from business estab- 
lishments, it was decided to file 
additional assessments, plus pen- 
alties, . two of the firms.

— penalties, will be about 315, 


Hearing to Be Heid. 

Bates wrote to the four sus- 
pended employes today, advising 
them they will have an opportu- 
nity to make an explanation at 
a hearing to be held later.

World Put on Notice After Talk With Dewey 


That Campaign Won’t Divide 
U.S. on Basic Rights. 


‘NEW YORK, Sept. 11 (AP) — 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, said last night 
there will be no controversy dur- 


ing the forthcoming presidential 
campaign “over the basic fact that 
America is united against aggres- 
sion and against the foes of free- 
dom.” 

He made his comments in a 
statement following a conference 
here with Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, 
Republican presidential nominee, 
and John Foster Dulles, foreign 
affairs adviser to Dewey. 

Vandenberg said the three had 
“canvassed the foreign policy 
probi which confront our coun- 
try, including the situation in Ber- 
lin 


Vandenberg said regardless of 
political differences at home “we 
are serving notice on the world 
that America is united to protect 
American rights everywhere and 
through firmness in the right to 
seek peace with justice for our- 
selves and the other peace-loving 
peoples of the world.” 

Vandenberg, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, added: 

“Tt is of the greatest importance 
that other nations whi do not 
understand our political system 
should not be misled by our po- 


litical campaign at home. 

“We shall be in internal contro- 
versy regarding many phases of 
foreign policy. But we shall not 
be in controversy over the basic 
fact that America is united 
against aggression and against 
the foes of freedom.” 

Today it was announced that 
Dewey will campaign for the presi- 
dency in Colorado, New Mexico, 
Arizona, California, Oregon and 
Washington this month after open- 
ing in Iowa. 

Dewey's swing to the Far West, 
after opening his campaign in Des 
Moines Sept. 20, will keep him hot 
on Truman’s trail through the 
same area. 

Dewey’s first public appearance 
in the campaign will be at Rock 
Island, III., Sept. 20. 

After speaking in Iowa two days 
after Truman’s address at Dexter 
in the same state, Dewey will 
make major speeches in Denver, 
Sept. 21; Albuquerque, NM., the 
next day; Phoenix, Ariz., Sept. 23; 
Los Angeles, Sept. 24, and San 
Francisco, Sept. 25. 

After a Sunday layoff Dewey 
will make three speeches Sept. 27 
—at noon in Portland, Ore., before 
the Republican state convention; 
in the afternoon in Tacoma, 
Watzh., and in the evening in 
Seattle.

The city has only a handful of civil 
engineers and draftsmen, who are over- 
elmed with more work than they can 
dé, Out of the small group who handle 
the various engineering problems of the 
city, there are only two civil engineers 
who have the necessary knowledge and 
experience to design this sewer for 
Northwest St. Louis. 

Even if the city could employ addi- 
tional engineers for this sewer survey 
and design, it would still not be econom- 
ical to do 30. There would simply be 
a large engineering department built 
up for the city which it would be dif- 
ficult to eliminate when this specifc 
jeb was completed. 

During my administration as Director 

of Streets and Sewers from 1925 to 1933, 
the city had a great deal of this kind 
t work to do covering a period of 
years. We had the finest sewer de- 
signers in the country working under 
the supervision of E. R. Kinsey (the 
father of Milton M.. Kinsey, the presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Service). 
This department was headed by W. W. 
Horner whose principal assistant was 
Hymen Shifrin. 

"When the design and construction of 
sewers in St. Louis practically came to 
a stop, these two engineers formed the 

Consulting engineering firm of Horner 
& Shifrin and have this very type of 
sewer work in many other cities in the 
United States. They have an organiza- 
tion of designers and surveyors and oth- 
er. eivil engineers who are thoroughly 
familiar with the problems of a relief 
sewer in Northwest St. Louis. 

Should they be given this work, their 
large force could be immediately thrown 
into this much-needed sewer project and 
have All the preliminary work done pri- 
or to the time that funds would be avail- 
able. The city would gain years by 
having these designs available now, 
which would be an impossibility if the 
city were to try to build up an engineer- 
ing staff similar to the one we had 
under the $87,000,000 bond issue.

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In mid-July three officials of the division

foreign agents have used the United Nations as 
a cover.for subversiye activities in this country. 
The estimate of “several hundred” was made by 
Robert C. Alexander, assistant chief of the visa 
divisien, who added that the Government was 
powerless to “send them back.” | 

To investigate these lurid charges, Secretary 
Marshall appointed a committee consisting of 
Benjamin M. McKelway, editor of the Washing- 
ton Star; James H. Rowe Jr., member of the 
Commission on Organization of the Executive 
Branch of the Government; and Marcellus C. 
Sheild, retired clerk of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. 


After hearing testimony for more than two 


weeks, this committee reports that it is “shocked 
by the manner in which these serious charges 
were made”; that the charges are with few ex- 
ceptions without foundation, and that ample law 
exists to exclude or deport any agent of the 
United Nations or any other international organ- 
ization whose presence or conduct is found to be 
dangerous or subversive. The committee added: 


The risk in permitting these people to 
come to the United States is the calculated 
risk implicit in the location within the 
United States of the United Nations 
headquarters. 


It is a risk which Congress deliberately chose 


to take in passing the International Organiza- 


tions Immunities Act. The United Nations 
Charter, furthermore, requires employes of the 
secretariat to refrain from actions which might 
reflect on their position as international of- 


- ficials. Those who fail to do so can be deported 


like any other visitor to the United States whose 
right to stay in the country is at an end. 

Things have come to a strange pass when a 
major department of the Government feels it 
necessary to appoint an outside committee to de- 
fend its policies from attacks from subordinates 
within the department. This situation points up 
the need for a reorganization of the State De- 
partment so that its career personnel will be 
made more responsible to the wishes of the Sec- 
retary, who in turn is supposed to reflect the 
prevailing sentiment of the people. 
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The drop in wholesale prices as reported by 
the Department of Labor is six-tenths of 1 per 
cent. It will take a sharp-eyed Adam Smith to 
see the imperceptible beauty of that cold 
statistic. 
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Secretary Nelson’s Sound Ruling 

There is no doubt the Wallace party has a 
clear right to be on the Missouri ballot, and 
Secretary of State Nelson has affirmed that 
right. Except in the case of two candidates, 
the Wallaceites filed petitions with sufficient 
names to qualify their slate for inclusion on the 
November voting list. Thus Secretary Nelson 
broke up what had the appearance of a Demo- 
cratic scheme to bar Wallace and his followers. 

In anticipation of such a scheme, the Wallace- 
ites prepared with particular care to meet the 
state’s difficult statutory requirements concern- 
ing the qualification of a new political party. 
And they were armed with court decisions to 
buttress their case. ‘ 

They were able to puncture the objection that 
only registered voters may sign petitions; they 
were able to contend that names of persons who 
voted in the primary could not be struck ex- 
cept by a showing that those persons had cast 
ballots for offices for which Wallace candidates 
have filed. The secrecy of the ballot would 
prevent such a showing. Moreover, since no 
presidential candidates or electors were voted 
on in the primary, there could be no conflict for 
the offices of President and Vice President. 

Objections to placing the Wallaceites on the 


ballot were made by. Bert Koester, Demecratic 


collector of Cole county, whose interest could be 
nothing but political. His attorney, H. P. Lauf, 
says he has not decided whether further legal 
action will be taken. He would be well advised 
to let the matter die. Many thousafids of Mis- 
sourians who are either indifferent or hostile 
to the Wallaceites would still bitterly resent 
any tricky device to keep them off the ballot. 
The political significance of the decision, of 
course, probably is bad news for Mr. Truman.

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The FBI Enters IIlinois 


The FBI is going into the Illinois scandals. 
United States District Attorney Howard Doyle 
at Springfield says he has been advised that a 
full-scale investigation will be conducted into 
reports of systematic kickbacks by road build- 
ing contractors to state officials on highway 
contracts. i 

If these reports are true, and they are currerit 
in many places, the highway contracts produce 
crooked money on a scale comparable to that 
which finds its way from commercialized gam- 
bling and other protected lawbreaking into 
greedy official hands. Kickbacks ranging from 
1½ to 3 per cent are estimated to have netted 
a graft of from $500,000 to $750,000 in the last 
20 months. 

If this is a true description of the situation, 
then federal ‘taxpayers in every state in the 
union have been defrauded: They have been 
defrauded because the United States Public 
Roads Administration pays 50 per cent toward 
the cost of constructing many highways. Every 
kickback would represent a cost to the Federal 
Government not based on construction. 

_ While the FBI investigates Illinois road con- 
tracts, federal authorities should look into the 
use of other United States funds by state ad- 
ministration in Illinois: It is plain that the 
citizens of Illinois are being cheated on costs 
of state government and is time that we find 
out how much citizens of other states may be

More and more farmers are keeping hunters off their property, and 
no wonder, Writer remarks; the visitors too often frighten weight 
off the cattle, break fences, leave gates open, hog the game and com- 
mit other nuisances; suggests sportsmen should also be gentlemen.

More and more gunners are finding it. 
more and more. difficult to find suitable 


hunting grounds not dotted with familiar 
“No Shooting.” “No Hunting,” No Tres- 
passing” or “Posted, Keep Out,” signs. 


And in most cases a few thoughtless, 
careless or irresponsible gunners are re- 
sponsible for the unwelcome signs, and for 
the attitude of the landowner. 


For instance, one local farmer in one 


evening counted an even 30 dove hunters: 


in his relatively small pasture. “It sounded 
like a young battle,” he said, adding that 
“the shooting made his cattle very nerv- 
ous.” 7 ) 

Another cattleman who is currently 
feeding out quite a few hefty white face 
cattle, was finally. driven to posting his 
land last week. “There are hundreds of 
doves around the pond and feed lot night 
and morning, but the barrage of shotgun 
blasts scatters the cattle all over the place. 
Believe it or not,” he added, “you can run 
at least two pounds off of every steer just 
by chasing that animal across a field.”

So another choice shooting spot has been 
closed for the season. 

One could mention a few other common 
reasons for closing the gates on hunters— 
leaving them open, for instance, is always 
in order.

Numer- 
ous other examples could be mentioned but 
these will suffice as just a few more rea- 
sons why more and more “No Hunting” 
signs are tacked up year after year on 
more and more farms. 


If Farmers Came Gunning 


Just.a bit of ordinary common sense and 
courtesy will go a long way toward bet- 
tering relationships between sportsmen 
and farmers. In the first place, ask per- 
mission to hunt. Get the lay of the land, 
and if the man says, “Wish you boys would 
stay out of that lowér 40 where the cattle 
are,” then stay out. 

The city gunner would be the first to 
scream to high heaven if a half-dozen fel- 
lows opened his front door, trudged 
through the house, upset his furniture and 
shot out the lights — just for target prac- 
tice. No fun, you say. 

Well, the average farmer is pretty much 
like the average city guy and gunner when 
it comes to being a fairly decent and lib- 
eral sort of fellow. Most of them, however, 
are kinda like us town gunners in that 
they prefer to choose their company, so it 
is only a matter of common courtesy to 
ask permission to enter a man’s woods or 
fields, and then act like a gentleman.

Ingenious Aviation Yarn. 


NO HIGHWAY, by Nevil Shute. (William Merrow 
and Co., 346 Pages, $3.00.)

One of Max Beerbohm’s short stories 
deals with the predicament of a man who, 
by means of palmistry, suddenly becomes 
aware of imminent disaster threatening the 
public conveyance in which he is travek 
ing—in his case a train. Mr. Nevil Shute, 
in his new novet, “No Highway,” makes it 
a trans-Atlantic air liner, ‘while his ma- 
chinery of doom involves such scientifie 
stuff as the fatigue point of metals after 
calculated stresses. The result is just as 
exciting and rather more plausible. | 

Mr. Shute’s hero is Mr. Honey, a “pure” 
scientist in an aircraft research depart- 
ment of the British Government. His wife 
was killed by a war-time V-2; he has lived 
since with his young child, a girl, amidst 
the bachelor untidiness of a small subur- 
ban-type villa outside London. He is a mix- 
ture of innocence and intellect. He does 
not know that there are such things as 
electric water heaters for the kitchen, yet 
in his laboratory office he can quietly 
work out a mathematical formula which, 
if believed and acted upon, must enforce 
the grounding of all air liners of a cer- 
tain type after a certain number of flying 
hours. 

But can it be helieved in? What is 
there to substantiate it except a few pages 
of abstruse mathematics (of which Mr, 
Honey's superiors are doubtful), a. prac- 
tical test which in the nature of things.

Did you know that you can keep 
rice, macaroni, noodles and jelly 
from bofling over by rubbing a 
little sweet flavored fat on top in- 
side of the cooking kettle about 
two inches down? 

That an inverted custard cup 
or an old tea cup without a handle 
put inside the casserole or deep 
pan for a deep dish pie will suck 
up the juice and prevent it from 
running over? The cup also 
servés to hold the pastry 7 8 
so it will brown uniformly an 
beautifully. When the pie is ¢ut 
and the edge of the cup is lifted 
up, the juice flows down into the 
fruit to make the désired juicy 
filling. 

Deep Dish Peach Pie. 

Five and oné-half cups sliced 
fresh juicy peaches, ene and one 
half cups sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon vanilla, rich biscuit dough. 

Grease a six-cup casserole with 
butter. Put a custard cup or 
teacup inverted into the casserole. 
Add half the peaches, then 
sprinkle in the sugar and drizzle 
on vanilla and then add rest of 
the ches. Have & rich biseuit 
dough made using one and one 
half cups flour, one-third cup 
shortening, three-fourths teaspoon 
salt and two-thirds cup milk. Mix 
in usual way and roll out to one- 
tourt inch thickness, keeping 


shape circular, oval or 3 
n on shape ot casserole or 
baking dish. Fit dough over top 
of peaches, trim and flute around 
the edge. Cut vents in the center 
to form a design. Bake in a hot 
oven (450 F.) for 20 minutes, then 
lower temperature to moderate 
(350 F.) and continue baking until 
peaches are soft or for abot 15 
minutes longer. Remove to cake 
rack aud cool to lukewarm. Serves 
five to six.
